Opening Thoughts (written at the end of catalog production) 

O ld collections, old memories of the coins we sold many years ago, and of collectors, fellow enthusiasts sharing the wonder of 
numismatics... 

A large portion of this catalog has come from collectors we have known, some repositioning their focus-, others cutting back on what they 
own; a few from people upgrading; and, sadly, some from the estates of people we have known. You will also see acquisitions from the 
current market, items we found particularly appealing. 

Rather than creating a crowded opening page with introductory notes trying to cover the whole catalog, you will find an introduction to 
each section in place. Here, in brief, is a list of what to look for: 

•Gold—a broad classic sampling (and a stronger offering than we often have) 

•Greek—superb tetradrachms and more 

•Roman—“compact but select” 

•British—important rarities and provenances, world class Charles I crowns, Scotland, Ireland 
•Eighteenth Century Tokens—Dr. Harry Salyard’s superb collection 

•World Goins—a smattering of fascinating pieces and some choice U.S. material (generally graded by British grading standards) 
•Historic Medals—American and British 


•Fine Jewelry—reflecting classic numismatics

ile the history, design, and quality of the material we offer is what appeals most in the process of cataloging, we do spend substantial 
time on valuation. I think values are off the highs of a few years ago. This makes for a good time to buy. 


Lower prices have also happened to U.S. coins. Pull out the most recent Red Book and compare the prices with the 2017 Red Book prices 
and you will see the point. 


In some ways, this is not surprising. Gold leveled off from a $1900+ high in 2011 to a relatively stable trading range in the $1250 area. The 
British pound has fallen over 20% in the past five years, a drop that has made U.S. dollars go accordingly farther. 

I prefer a market that seems more temperate. I took up numismatics professionally because of the excitement of handling exciting coins. 

I could “collect” and hold for a few days or weeks, sell it on and then move on. In an overheated market this strategy can be difficult and 
problematic, and most importantly it denies ready access to collectors. 

W e all (Lief, Marnie, myself) believe that this is one of the most exciting catalogs we have put together. As you look through it all, I 
hope you agree. 


And we wish you a happy, healthy, and successful 2019.

Greek , Roman, British , European hammered, Japan, and finishing up with U.S. coins including one of the great rarities in the U.S. 
currency gold issues (an 1861 Dahlonega dollar from the John Jay Pittman collection)—all this represents one of the more extensive offerings 
of this precious metal in one of our major sales. Many of the coins in this section have come back to us from collections that were formed in 
the latter part of the 20th century. Estimates reflect a conservative take on the current market.

The reverse alludes to Antoninus Pius’s victory in Britain, where in about A.D. 141 he ordered the Roman frontier be pushed northward. The campaign was 
successful, establishing the 39 mile long Aitonine Wall some 99 miles north of Hadrian’s wall. As a result the Senate acclaimed Aitoninus as Imperator in 
A.D. 143 for the second time. This coin marks that event, with its depiction of winged Victory holding a trophy symbolizing military success. The campaign 
is sometimes considered political rather than strategic, meant to grant Antoninus more political capital early in his reign. In that sense, the opportunity to 
strike this coin was more important than the military gains it represents. The area of Britain protected by the wall was largely barren, and the wall itself was 
abandoned only eight years after completion. It was briefly repaired and regarrisoned under Septimius Severus in A.D. 208, leading to it sometimes being 
referred to as the Severan Wall.

This amazing coin, much sought after and difficult to represent, carries the first portrait of Christ ever depicted on a coin, following the ruling of the Trullan 
Synod of A.D. 692 which first allowed that, and reflecting Justinian’s self-consciously devout persona. The image is appealingly lifelike, and was probably 
modeled on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the Great Palace of Constantinople, itself influenced by Hellenistic representations of Zeus.

The only coins struck in English history without royal sanction or proclamation, money of the Commonwealth exhibits a simple style, the result of the 
Puritans’ dislike of ostentation. Unlike the previous coinage under Charles I, it bears no monarch’s portrait, and it is the only British issue with only English 
legends? the Latin legends were replaced by “THE COMMONWEALTH OF ENGLAND” and “GOD WITH US.” The coinage was demonetized in 
1661 by order of the restored king Charles II and was subject to melting over the succeeding centuries. Gathered by the Bank of England, it was delivered 
to the Royal Mint to be turned into milled gold coins. By the end of George Ill’s reign, nearly all hammered gold coins had been destroyed, making any 
Commonwealth coin a rarity today.

Even the famous collector John Jay Pittman settled for a lesser piece for his collection. A great rarity in the US gold series, David Akers noted in the catalog 
the estimate that only 65 to 70 examples exist. The piece is seldom offered. Three pieces have been sold by Heritage since 2015: A plugged “XF details” piece 
in 2017 for $14,400; an AU55 in 2016 for $44,650; an MS61 in 2015 for $70,500. The publication “Greysheet” December 2018 valuation of the piece in F12 is 
$12,000 (VF is $18,000).

T he Koinon of the Macedonians was a confederation of Macedonian cities under a central government or king (or, under Roman rule, 
the Roman emperor). Rooted in the Hellenistic period, this central administration handled diplomatic issues both between member 
city-states and with foreign bodies. Coins issued in the name of the Macedonians’ first appear during the reigns of Philip V and Perseus, 
and continued to appear under Roman rule. The Romans reorganized the Koinon around the imperial cult and put members of the local 
elite in charge. They organized and financed festivals and games, and were awarded Roman citizenship in return. The iconography of the 
Koinon issues (Alexander the Great, the Macedonian shield, and so on) reflect a powerful ethnic and civic identity that, as it was no longer 
a threat to Roman control, was allowed to flourish.

The heart of this section is the collection of large Charles I silver pieces, crowns and a halfpound. This is an exceptional group, lengthy 
pedigrees, choice coins including several that are considered among the finest known, particularly attractive examples with bold strikes of 
the horse and rider, old toning. There is also a pair of rare portrait testoons of Mary Stuart, both extremely rare and both affordable. The 
later portrait testoon of Mary has become a $40,000 + piece in gradesjust one tick or two above the very presentable piece offered here. 

The milled section features some of the rarest and finest halfcrowns from Frank Robinson s collection. You will see more from this extensive 
and carefully conceived collecting effort later in the year, but the pieces offered here are some of the best. 

The copper in this section is not extensive, but the three George III patterns that came back to us are choice. One of them is an example of 
the small group of Matthew Boulton Estate pieces that came on the market a few years ago. This is the first we have handled since we sold 
most of that group over a decade ago.

This is an interesting transitional piece with a struck-over initial mark on the obverse that shows up rarely and then in less than appealing condition. Grant 
Francis, in the 1916 edition of The British Numismatic Journal discussing categories of the silver crowns issued by the Tower mint, followed Hawkins’work 
75 years earlier where he described four main types and the varieties of those types. This first obverse type features a horseman with its stylistic debt to the 
crowns of James I. The reverse type is “from a new die, showing the extraordinary and unhappy division of the legend by the limbs of the cross.” (Francis, 
p 183) Good quality examples of the variety are rare: Paget (1946), Nightingale (1951), Cooper, “coarse tooling....” (1978), to list three of the more important 
crown collections, offered examples inferior to this.

United States 

The U.S. section begins with some better quality Colonial America issues. The front part of the Red Book always fascinated me when I 
was young and still pretty much working with Whitman boards as Ilooked for coins out ofcirculation. The price for a 1787 Massachusetts 
cent like the piece at lot708 was $4.70 for a Fine piece, arrows in left talon variety (1970 Red Book). At that point in my life collecting 
pennies from circulation was my budgetary limit. 

Now ,, it has been a pleasure to work with this material. The technical aspects of Colonial coinage, and some of the political aspects as well , 
are familiar to me in some cases because of the close relationships—and even overlaps—between British coinage and American coinage. My 
grading here has been based on British grading.

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Historic Medals

The wonderful volume by 
Chris Timer has made the series accessible. Medals can offer finer artistry, more complex designs and production, and an immediate sense 
of history as they mark major aspects of the periods in which they are issued. We have selected an exceptional group, including a few pieces 
reflecting 18th and ipth century America.

William II had dismissed the great Chancellor (Bismarck) and plunged into provocative policies did Britain fully awake to the Teutonic menace.” (History, 
vol. 4. p 282). The “menace” burst upon the world a mere 25 years later.

Bids must be placed and will be 
processed in US dollars. We will invoice in both US dollars and British pounds for any client who requests it. Sterling payments will be made directly to our 
sterling account. 

8. Payment and Delivery of Lots: Invoices will be sent to online bidders by email soon after the sale, and by regular U.S. mail to people for whom we have no 
email address, or who bid via mail, phone, or fax. Payment is due on receipt of invoice. Packing and shipping costs will be added to all invoices. U.S. buyers 
will receive lots by U.S. Priority or Express mail, fully insured. Shipments outside the United States (including to Canada) are sent insured by U.S. Priority 
Mail International, FedEx, or DHL. Buyers outside the United States should provide any special shipping instructions. All shipments outside the United 
States are sent at the buyer’s risk but we make strong efforts to get your items to you. Packages valued over $50,000 will require special arrangements which 
we will make with you after the sale. We carry insurance on material we mail out of the United States and will seek reimbursement for lost or damaged items. 
In two decades of running these sales, we have yet to have a problem with shipping we could not resolve though there is a short list of countries (non-Euro 
zone) to which we will not ship. 

9. Authenticity: This is an auction sale, not an approval sale. All lots are guaranteed to be genuine and as presented online. Any claims, other than claims of 
authenticity, must be made within three days of receipt of lots. N.B. Attribution and condition are the opinion of the cataloger and no warranty is expressed 
or implied. Conflicting opinions about grade by grading services do not constitute a valid basis for return. Our experience is that the U.S. grading services 
typically do not understand the grading of coins made with extensive hand work. Authenticity claims must be supported by the judgment of recognized 
professionals or services such as that provided by the I.A.P.N. (In 2008 we returned an electrotype of a Cromwell crown that was slabbed as “genuine” by 
NGC.) In any event, our maximum liability for any item or dispute is limited to the actual amount paid for the item. 

10. Title does not pass until items are paid for in full. 

11. Lots sent to Minnesota addresses will have State Sales Tax (7.125%, or the recipient’s local rate) added to the invoice unless you have provided a Minnesota 
resale number.
